Tekio, Feb. 29—As the campaign 


progresses it seems that the chances 
are growing slimmer for a great 
pitched battle between the fleet sof 
modern battle ships -which the world 
has Jong awaited. It is believed that 
the Russians lack the strength, to as- 
sume the offensive and that they will 
probably stick to Port Arthur, dogged- 
ly to await a sea ana land investment 
Whoever wins the war Port Arthur 
will cease to be an important base. 
The fortifications will probably he dis- 
mantled, as they are small and cramp- 
ed, and however many guns are de- 
fending' it. it is thought they are in- 
capable of insuring protection. It is 
estimated that the Bussians have 200 
guns mounted at Port.Arthur> making 


forts in the world. 


On account of Admiral Togo's suc- 


cess at Port Arthur the reopening of 
the sea to Japanese merchantmen and 
the revival of shipping, the Japanese 
government doesjnot anticipate that it 
will have further need for the auxil- 
iary cruisers America Maru and Ya- 
wata Maru, and they will be disarmed 
and returned to their owners. 


Lack of details of formations, firing 


langes and evolutions prevents a full 
understanding and appreciation of Ad- 
miral Togo's tactics. He seems to be 
endeavoring to accomplish the maxi- 
mum destruction with the minimum of 
exposure. He is carefully balancing 
'hese considerations and relying upon 
superior mobility, marksmanship and 
ammunititon. 


Admiral Togo's ^eliance, particular- 


ly on gunnery, is fully warranted by 
gunners clearly outshcoting the Rus- 
sians. He constantly fought at long 
range, punishing the enemy severely 
and escaping -without serious damage 
himself. The personnel of his forces 
is shown in another vay hy the super- 
iority of the officers and men, -who are 
anxious to undertake hazardous duty.

Japan's greatest military weakness.

Development of the City In a Fevr 


Yearn One o4 tbe "Wonders at tbe 
"World, but Americans Are Kept 
Out—Distinctly a Iluoslnii City—Fer- 
tile Agricultural Knvlron>. 
The war in the far east has made in- 


teresting reading out of the narrative 
of Henry B. Miller, United States con- 
sul at Newchwang, Manchuria, whose 
report for the year 1903 of conditions 
in the district of Manchuria has been 
recently published by the department 
of commerce and labor at Washington. 


Mr. Miller devotes his main attention 


to the remarkable growth of the town 
of Harbin, whose development he 
characterizes as "one of the greatest 
achievements in city construction the 
world has ever witnessed." Viceroy 
Alexeieff has made Harbin his head- 
quarters and will conduct his cam- 
paign from that point. 


Harbin, which is called the Moscow 


of Asia, is located on the^Sungari riv- 
er, where the Manchuria spur of the 
Siberian railroad crosses and where the 
Chinese eastern branch stretches south 
to Dalny and Fort Arthur. It is 350 
miles west of Vladivostok and about 
GOO miles north of Port Arthur, the geo- 
graphical center of Manchuria. 


Surrounding the city, spreading out 


on all sides for hundreds of miles, lies 
an extremely fertile agricultural coun- 
try, yielding corn, wheat, oats, barley, 
beans, millet, hemp, tobacco, vegeta- 
bles and various fruits. There are also 
vast tracts of timber and mineral lands 
and stretches of grazing country. The 
place is now divided into the old town, 
some few miles from the central depot; 
Preston, the river town and present 
commercial center, and the administra- 
tion town, in close proximity to the rail- 
road station. The whole town of Har- 
bin Mr. Miller calls a Russian product, 
nonexistent before the advent of the 
railroad engineers. The city was cre- 
ated by the Russian government under 
the supervision of the Mancburian Kail 
way company. 


"It is as distinctly a Russian city,' 


says the United States representative, 
"as though it were located in the hearl 
of Russia, and none but Russians and 
Chinese are permitted to own land 
construct buildings or engage in any 
permanent enterprise. The land for 
many miles has been secured so as to 
make it impossible for any foreign in 
fluence to secure a profit or foothold 
close to £he city, and foreigners are no 
recognized as having any rights what 
ever, but are permitted there by suf 
ferance. The chief railway engineer is 
the administrator of the city and up to 
the present time has Had complet 
control of everything, but in the new 
scheme for the government of Manchu 
ria some form of municipal organiza 
tion will be permanently established." 


An idea of the rapid growth of Har 


bin may be gathered from a few statis 
tics. Four years ago the town .began 
to assume.shape. In 1901 the popula 
tiou had grown to 12,000 Russians, by 
1902 it jumped to 20,000, by May o 
last year it more than-doubled itself 
and * five months later the censu 
showed a population of 60,000, no 
counting soldiers. Over 98 per cent o 
these are Russians, 400 are Japanese 
and 300 more Include 
Austrians 


Greeks, Turks and Germans. Harbi 
has no Americans. 


Located in a spcc.al. settlement live, 


the Chinese population of more tha 
40,000. The employees of the railway 


principal administration buildings and 
the residences of the officials and em- 
ployees of the Msfnchurlan Railway 
company. The outlay for administra- 
tive purposes on the city has alone 
mounted already to the sum of 30,000,-1 
XX) rubles, or about $15,500,000. 
To. 


mention but a few of the other proml-j 
nent structures, a Russo-Cninese bank,' 
a hotel, a technical school, hospitals, a 
commercial and girls' school, a club 
and store for employees, and eight 
chools for teaching Russians Chinese 
and for teaching Chinese Russian have 
>een erected at a cost of between 2,000,- 
)00 and 3,000,000 rubles. 


Siberian Jews and Chinese are fur- 


nishing most of the capital for the op- 
eration of the many manufacturing en- 
erprises and the construction of the 
mncipal private buildings. The lead- 
ng industry of Harbin is the manufac- 
ture of four. Eight mills, valued at 
.,200,000 rubles, are now running, 
equipped with a great deal of European 
and very little American machinery. 
Two more will shortly be opened, the 
ten giving a daily output of nearly 
.,000,000 pounds. Wheat delivered at 
tlie mill sells for 30 and 35 cents (gold) 
a bushel. Other important manufac- 
ures are brick, made by Chinese who 
work for 18 cents (35 kopecks) a day; 
beer and vodka, the popular Russian 
i(iuor.

Makes Every Effort to Keep - 


Matters Secret. 


Chifu, Feb. 29—The Japanese sailors 


who arrived here Saturday are from 
the Jjurcn Maru and the Bushlu, two 


of the five merchants vessels with 
whicrl Aclrjiral-pogo attempted- cte 
block the--entrance to Port Arthur on 
the morning of the 24th. Lieut Saito 
commanded the Jinsen Maru and Lieut. 
Tarisaka the Bushlr. Each steamer 
was manned by 30 men. One man of 
Lieut. Raito's command was killed 
while lowering a boat on the Jinsea. 
Maru. The details of how the steam- 
ers were sunk are being withheld by 
the sailors, but Lieut. Snito stated that 
they set so close to the Retvizan that 
had they been armed with rifles they 
cculii have fired into her crew. 


When it was found that the scheme 


was a failure they dropped anchor an-1 
the crews crowded into the remaining 
boats 
They then blew up the steam- 


ers. A strong wind' and the glare of 
the lights prevented the men from 
reaching the torpedo flotilla, and at 
daylight they were out of sight of the 
fleet, having been driven in an easter- 
ly direction by the wind to the Miao 
Tao is'ands, which they reached the 
same evening. 
The boats did cot 


land, but the men found each other on 
the islands. They chartered a junk, in 
which they went to Tung Chow Foru. 
They walked 40 miles to Chifu going 
two days without food. The fate of 
the crews-of the other steamers is not 
known by the men here. 


While the Japanese report that their 


fleet is still concentrated in the neigh- 
borhood of Port Arthur, yet endeavors 
are being made to prevent definite in- 
formation from becoming public.

WMle we were capturing wild beasts 


for Hagenbeck in the district of Ben- 
gal, India, we one day heard of a one 
eyed tiger which had killed at least a 
dozen people and alarmed a district ten 
miles square. "We were arranging for 
his capture when a native, who looked 
to be at least eighty years old, came 
forward and besought us not lo meddle 
with the beast, as it was his mascot 
and had been for years. We ridiculed 
and hooted the idea, and when the old 
man became persistent and insolent 
•our manager, whose name was Rob- 
bing, kicked him out of camp. 


The Hindoo went away cursing, and 


that afternoon Robbins had a pit dug 
on a jungle patch and a goat tied to 
a stake to bait the tiger. Some time 
during the night the Hindoo's mascot 
appeared, and in trying to seize the 
goat he fell into the trap: 


It took us more than two days to 


get the fellow out of the pit and into 
m cage, and the cage had to be doubly 
strengthened to prevent escape. He 
had scarcely arrived in camp when the 
old man showed up again. The tiger 
not only recognized bun at once, but 
exhibited every sign of pleasure at his 
presence. 


The man began by offering us a fair

The Hindoo bad kept his TOW and 


followed us to Benares to secure 
vengeance.
